Second Well- Attended Meet- 
ing Shows Interest of 
Local Tradesmen. 



TO MEET EACH MONTH 

", Wednesday night 30 of Nar- 
berth's business men gathered in 
the office of John Caldwell to talk 
things over. It was the second such 
meeting within a month — the sec- 
ond of what promises to be a long 
series of mutually helpful confer- 
ences. ■--* 

A month ago Narberth's mer 
chants met to solve the traffic prob- 
lem, and were able to take a' big- 
step forward. Wednesday the suc- 
cess of that first meeting was re- 
flected in the formation of a per- 
manent organization to meet month- 
ly and tackle problems which come 
up. 

The new organization will not be 
a chamber of commerce, nor yet a 
men's club. The social side will be 
expressed in monthly dinners; the 
business side in committees and con- 
ferences. 

Wednesday night the discussion 
dwelt again on parking and traffic 
Plans were discussed for a possible 
widening of Haverford avenue, and 
a reduction in the "hump" caused 
by the high crown of the street. 

Other matters were touched on, 
including the possibility of a new 
station; drainage problems in the 
business section; a uniform build 
ing line; the stimulation of local 
buying. 

As a step towards the latter end, 
the meeting voted unanimously to 
support a continued advertising and 
editorial campaign in Our Town. 
This will be begun next week, and in 
a series of large advertisements, the 
istory of the Narberth business sec-; 
tion will be .told. 

The choosing of a name for the 
new body, together with the formu- 
lation of by-laws, was left to a com- 
mittee, headed by Ralph S. Dunne 
This committee will report at the 
next meeting. 

Future meetings will be held on 
the fourth Monday of each month. 
The next date is December 27, when 
the merchants will meet for supper 
and discussion in the Y'. M. C. A. 
building.

Lettermen in football were 
named Monday at Lower Merion 
High School at a meeting of the 
Football Athletic Committee. 
This committee is composed of the 
coaches, captain, manager and the 
officers of the Athletic Associa- 
tion. 

Twenty-one men were approved 
by the committee for their insig- 
nias. Nineteen of these were 
given full leters with voting pow- 
er.

the five-year player rule was en- 
forced, was voted honorary letters. 
He earned his first regular letters 
last season. Thomas Ottey, man- 
ager, was the twenty-first boy 
given an insignia. He was voted 
honorary letters as per traditional 
custom for managers. 

Who the leader for next year 
will be is not yet certain. There 
will probably be three candidates 
in the field — Dothard, Smith and 
Barclay. Ossie Smith, at the pres- 
ent time, seems the most likely 
one to garner the necessary num- 
ber of votes to make him captain. 

The annual football banquet, 
usually held the week after the 
Radnor game, has been delayed this 
year. School authorities have in- 
dicated that it will not be held 
until the cafeteria in the new wing 
if the high school is completed. 
Its completion is anticipated 
shortly before the Christmas holi- 
days. 

The Lower Merion High foot- 
ball team of 1926 will meet the 
same fate as the eleven of 1925 
next June. It will be completely 
broken up by graduations. This 
is evident when a count of the 
lettermen is taken, and it is dis- 
covered that thirteen of the 
twenty regulars who got their in- 
signias will be given diplomas this 
spring. 

Despite this wholesale depart- 
ure of grid men in June the Lower 
Merion coaches are hopeful of 
Lower Merion's football prospects 
for next year. And the reason is 
one of the best squads of substi- 
tutes that the Maroon and White 
has had in years. Veterans who 
have watched the subs perform 
tell of first-class material which is 
expected to develop into a formid- 
able eleven for Lower Merion next 
year. Some of the subs from 
whom big things are expected 
next year are Ernie Mandes, back ; 
Wallie Tyson a back ; Bridgeman, 
a guard ; Bill Kohlas, a back ; Pud 
Cunningham, a guard; Richard- 
son, an end ; Murphy, a tackle ; 
Blare, a center; Bottoms, a guard; 
and Barrett, a quarterback. 

When the Athletic Committee 
met Monday, there was also in at- 
tendance coaches, captains and 
managers of soccer and hockey. 
After the football lettermen were 
named, lettermen -'in soccer and 
hockey were also gone over and 
approved. 



Nearly $600,000 will be distrib- 
uted by the ten banks of the Main 
Line, from Bala-Cynwyd to Paoli, 
to depositors who are members of 
Christmas Savings Clubs. This 
is an increase of approximately 
$9-4,890 over last year. 

The majority of the club checks 
are already in the hands of de- 
positors as most ot the banks 
made them payable on Wednes- 
day, December 1. A few institu- 
tions have still to mail them, but 
all will have their Christmas Sav- 
ings Club accounts paid by De- 
cember 10. 

The Merion Title and Trust 
Company of Ardmore, the biggest 
financial institution of the Main 
Line, with branch offices in Nar- 
berth and Cynwyd, will send out 
the largest amount. Its total in 
Christmas Club checks will be 
$235,000, an increase of approxi- 
mately $5000 over last year's sum. 
Of this amount, $148,000 will be 
distributed in Ardmore, $55,000 in 
Narberth and $32,000 in Bala- 
Cynwyd, according to figures 
given by its officials. 

The second largest amount will 
be sent out by the Bryn Mawr 
National. Its total is $95,000, also 
an increase of $5000 over its last 
year's sum. 

The Wayne Title and Trust is 
third, and will distribute $58,- 
805.50, while the approximate 
amounts to be sent out by the 
Bryn Mawr Trust will be $55,000 
and the Ardmore National, $44.- 
000. " - ,;*, rV v .~ - 

The total amounrto be distrib- 
uted to Christmas Club depositors 
from figures given out by the ten 
banks will be $598,965.78. This is 
an increase of $84,889.94 when 
compared to the announced total 
of last year, which was $514,- 
075.84. 

Practically all of the banks 
showed increases in their Christ- 
mas Club deposits this year over 
last. 

Two new banks figure this year 
among the Christmas Club check 
senders. They are the NarbeKn 
National, which is nearing its sec- 
ond anniversary, and the Bala- 
Cynwyd National, which is a year 
and a half old. Both were organ- 
ized too late to get the Christmas 
Club plan working in time for last 
year. 

The Narberth Bank, in its initial 
Christmas Club checking, is giv- 
ing out $20,000. The Bala-Cyn- 
wyd National is distributing $11,- 
000. The latter has already mail- 
ed checks to 385 Christmas Club 
depositors.

FIRST STEP IN RENEWED ACTIVITY 



Benjamin J. Cook, Manual Training Teacher, to Head Local 
Troops — Reception at Meetings This Month. 



MANY OPPOSED TO 
SHINGLE MEASURE 



Plans for the complete rejuvena- 
tion of the Boy Scout movement 
in the borough were laid on Wed- 
nesday evening at a joint meeting 
of the Fathers' Association and 
the Troop Committee in "The 
Cabin. 

Benjamin J. Cook, instructor in 
manual training at the public 
schools, was chosen to be the 
Scout Master, beginning with the 
first meeting of the boys' organi- 
zation in the new year. This will 
be held on January 7. 

The former Scout Masters, F. 
T. VanAuken and I. N. Wilson, 
oecause of press of business, 
found it impossible to continue as 
the active heads of the two troops. 
Mr. VanAuken relinquished con- 
trol of Troop No. 1 in the early 
fall, while Mr. Wilson's resigna- 
tion will become effective at the 
close of the year. 

Mr. Cook, who is a new resident 
of the borough, comes highly rec- 
ommended for his work among 
boys, having been connected with 
the Scout organization for some 
time in his former home. His work 
in the newly-created manual train- 
ing department in the local 
schools has won the admiration 
of many of the boys as well as 
their parents. 

He will be placed in complete 



charge, with the assistance of 
three assistant Scout Masters. 
These persons will be left to his 
selection, subject to the approval 
of the Troop Committee, which 
presented for his consideration 
the names of three young men 
who are thoroughly versed in 
Scoutcraft. 

Will Enlist Parents' Help. 

A definite, progressive plan of 
Scout work is already in process 
of preparation. This will be laid 
out well in advance for the entire 
winter season. In the meantime, 
the members of the Troop Com- 
mittee and the officers of the 
Fathers' Association will make 
personal calls on the parents of 
the boys whose names are at pres- 
ent on the Scout roster. The idea 
will be to enlist their co-operation 
in seeing that their boys are regu- 
lar in attendance, and assisting 
them in mastering the work 
mapped out for their benefit. 

A series of special features for 
the entertainment and education 
of the boys has been outlined. 
This will be discussed with the 
parents with a view to securing 
their suggestions. This will take 
the form of talks on popular sub- 
jects by men of authority in their 
respective fields. Some of them

New Fire Whistle Sought So 

Narberth Will Stay "High Hat 



Narberth has always prided it- 
self on being distinctive. Among 
other things, not only is the bor- 
ough proud of being a little island 
set in the midst of Lower Merion 
township ; it also boasts of the 
fact that there is not another, com- 
munity in America that has the 
same name. Narberth is different. 

But when the Narberth fire 
whistle blows, borough residents 
cannot distinguish it in tone and 
volume from other fire whistles 
along the Main Line. It is just 
like the others. 

Engineers of the volunteer fire- 



fighting organization are working 
out a scheme whereby their fire 
whistle will be distinguished from 
other nearby sirens. They plan 
also to have the sound carried to 
the north and south, instead of 
the present east and west direc- 
tion, because Narberth extends 
farther to the north and south 
than to the east and west. 

It is estimated that the new 
whistle will cost between $250 
and $300 for the material ; volun- 
teers will furnish the labor. 

And when the siren is installed, 
Narberth will have one more 
claim to distinction.

Citizens Vote Unanimously 

Against Drastic Bill 

Proposal. 



NOT FELT WARRANTED 



At a well-attended meeting in Elm 
Hall, Monday night, Council listen- 
ed to the opinions of a number of 
residents on the proposed anti- 
wooden-shingle law. 

Twenty-five citizens were present, 
and with one accord proceeded to 
bring forth objections to the pend- 
ing legislation. The Ordinance and 
Law Committee of Council had call- 
ed the gathering, in the hope of 
getting representative opinions be- 
fore the bill was brought before 
Council. 

The objections to the ordinance 
were based on several points. It 
was brought out that a large number 
of Narberth homes depend for their 
architectural design upon wooden 
shingles, and that substitutes would 
be worse than out of place. 

A number of samples of various 
types of substitutes were brought in, 
and fire applied to each. It was 
shown that many of the proposed 
substitutes were far from fireproof, 
and that in actual practice, the aboli- 
tion of wood as a material would 
have little effect from a safety stand- 
point. 

Fire Chief Charles V. Noel ex- 
plained his reasons for opposing 
wooden roofs. He quoted his ex- 
perience with roof fires, and told of 
incidents in other parts of the coun- 
try where wooden shingles were 
held to blame for widespread fires. 

Several of those present pointed 
out that the passage of the ordinance 
would effect little saving in fire in- 
surance rates ; that the underwriters 
had so far shown little apparent 
recognition of the many safety steps 
taken by the borough — in short, that 
it wouldn't be worth it to the tax- 
payers. 

When an informal vote was taken, 
the meeting voted unanimously to 
oppose the bill, which was printed 
in these columns last week. It is 
expected that the anti-shingle legis- 
lation will be pigeonholed by Coun- 
cil in view of the sentiments ex- 
pressed. 

The shingle matter disposed of, 
those present turned to an interesting 
discussion of various civic problems, 
including zoning, traffic, building 
regulations, etc., bringing out a num- 
ber of ideas which the members of 
Council have tucked away for fu- 
ture guidance.

Urged by Montgomery County Key- 
stone Auto Club. Awaits Money. 
Road conditions at City Line 
avenue, on the eastern border of 
Lower Merion, were discussed 
last Monday at the meeting of the 
Montgomery Count)'- Keystone 
Automobile Club at Valley Forge 
Hotel, Norristown.

HELP POST OFFICE 
BY EARLY MAILING 

* —— ^__^___ 
Do Christmas Shopping Now 
and Send Parcels to Insure 
Delivery. 

The post office will make every 
effort to handle the Christmas mails 
without congestion and delay, but 
owing to the enormous volume this 
can be done only with the co-opera- 
tion of the public, according to a 
statement this week by Postmaster 
J. B. Nesper. Compliance with the 
following suggestions will greatly 
aid the post office and insure the 
prompt handling of your mail. 

Christmas gifts and cards ad- 
dressed to points within one day's 
travel should be mailed not later 
than December 20; within two days' 
travel, not later than December 18; 
within three days' travel, not later 
than December 16; for more distant 
points, not later than December 14. 
Parcels and cards for local delivery 
should be mailed not later than De- 
cember 22. 

Parcels and envelopes may be in- 
dorsed "please do not open until 
Christmas," 

The early mailing of Christmas 
cards is just as important as par- 
cels. Millions of these cards, sepa- 
rate and in envelopes, are mailed 
each Christmas. Consequently, 
great congestion and delay occurs in 
large post offices when they are all 
mailed within a day or two of 
Christmas. Therefore, if you want 
your Christmas greetings to reach 
your relatives and friends on or be- 
fore Christmas day, follow the in- 
structions in the preceding para- 
graph relative to mailing early and 
be certain of delivery before Christ- 
mas. 

All parcels must be securely 
wrapped or packed. Use strong pa- 
per and heavy twine. 

Postage must be fully prepaid on 
all mail. Affix the required amount 
of postage in the upper right cor- 
ner. Full information concerning 
postage rates can be obtained at the 
parcel-post or stamp window. 

No parcel may be more than 84 
inches in length and girth combined. 
For delivery locally and in the first 
zone, second and third zones, 70 
pounds is the maximum weight; in 
all other zones, 50 pounds. 

No deliveries will be made on 
Christmas day after 12 noon. Mail 
early for delivery before Christmas.

MAY TAKE AN APPEAL 



The decision in regard to the 
Lancaster Pike sidewalks which 
has been awaited with consider- 
able interest was handed down by 
Judge Frank B. Wickersham, of 
the Dauphin County Court, on 
Monday. The suit, brought by 
certain taxpayers of Lower Mer- 
ion township, Wynnewood resi- 
dents and the Ardmore Chamber 
of Commerce, through W. Logan 
MacCoy, has dragged through the 
courts all summer; and Judge 
Wickersham finally ruled that the 
State Highway Department is not 
obliged to pay for sidewalks re- 
moved or ripped up in the widen- 
ng of Lancaster Pike. 

The case is regarded in Harris- 
burg as being one of State-wide 
importance owing to proceedings 
now under way for widening other 
State highways, including the fa- 
mous River Road, in North Har- 
risburg. Radnor township au- 
thorities also have been awaiting 
the outcome of the case with in- 
terest inasmuch as they are faced 
with the same situation in Wayne 
and St. Davids. 

Under the law before starting 
work on widening any highway, 
the State files notice of intention 
to establish what is known as 
"ultimate width" by a statement 
entered in the Court house of the 
county where the road is located, 
and these proceedings have been 
upheld in the Wickersham decis- 
ion. 

According to the people in Har- 
risburg the great weight of the 
decision is on the side of the Com- 
monwealth and the State cannot 
be made to pay for new sidewalks

REV. KEIGHTON SUMMARIZES 

In the last of a series of sermons 
on "Genesis and the Modern Man," 
the Rev. Robert E. Keighton told his 
congregation Sunday in the Baptist 
Church of the Evangel: 

"Just as the Creation Story is the 
development of a Nature Myth to ex- 
plain the change from the rainy to the 
dry season of the year, so the Flood 
Story is a similar development to ex- 
plain the reverse change. Our Genesis 
Story is really the very clever, though 
contradictory, weaving of two stories 
into one. It becomes one of the more 
than 200 Deluge Stories of mankind. 
It is interesting to note that in north- 
ern countries the Flood becomes a 
snowstorm! 

"Our Hebrew Story is unhistorical, 
but is 'historical fact rhetorically em- 
bellished.' It points out the lessons of 
man's freedom and responsibility; the 
ultimate aim of the whole creation 
is man's moral and spiritual evolution; 
evil acts thwart the divine purpose; 
and acts of religious significance are 
real communion with God. 

"In this series of 'Genesis for the 
Modern Man' we have discovered 
many valuable facts. We may have 
absolute confidence in allowing, the 
Bible to say what it really does_ say, 
without our attempt to support it by 
patronage, private interpretation and 
argumentative vindication! The ques- 
tioning of the historicity of certain 
parts of the Bible is not to be feared; 
it is certainly a relief not to be com- 
pelled to fight at all the weak points 
from Adam to the present! 

"There comes a very profound con- 
viction that life is essentially spiritual."
